PANIC IN AN OPERA HOUSE 


Th., lineup, June 2 9 —The sittln 
Friday of the first committee of th** 
peace conference 
afforded an oppor­ 
tunity for Joseph Ii. Choate, the Amer­ 
ican delegate, to deliver an eloquent 
speech upholding the principle »f the 
exemption of all private property, ex­ 
cept contraband, from capture on the 
high sea. 
The success 
obtained by 
his speech left the impression that th** 
American proposition, 
which in the 
conference of 1899 w*as taken only fur 
consideration, this time 
will be ap 
proved 
unanimously. 
Tim 
sitting, 
which lasted two and one half hours, 
began with the 
consideration of the 
following questions: 
F irst—Do practice! 
and legislation 
admit of belligerent states transform ­ 
ing merchantm en Into warships? 
Second— In the case of m erchant­ 
men being transformed Into warships, 
what are 
tho legal conditions 
that 
belligerents must observe? 
Third— Is tho present practice relat­ 
ing to the rapture and confiscation of 
merchantmen sailing under a hostile 
flag to ho maintained? 
Count 
Tornielll, Italian, 
and Sir 
Edward Fry, British, 
observed that 
th** principle contained 
In the first 
question was generally admitted and 
thus it was only necessary to define 
conditions for iho transformation of 
merchantmen. 
Admiral 
Roell, 
Hol- 
lm d, recalled the declaration made In 
1&9S by the Dutch government on the 
occasion of the Spanish-American war 
exactly defining these conditions and 
suggested 
that It. might serve 
as a 
model. 


Supported American Proposition. 


Then began the debate 
on the ex­ 
emption of private 
property at sea 
Baron Macchio, Austria, supported the 
American proposition, saying his coun­ 
try had adopted a most liberal view on 
this subject. 
Senor Barbosa, Brazil, gave a his­ 
torical survey of tho 
attitude of the 
United States and quoted from diplo­ 
matic documents showing how Brazil 
had ever associated herself with the 
United States on this question. 
He 
eulogized the position assumed by the 
United States, which he declared was 
the view of the whole American conti­ 
nent. 
Mr. Choate 
then made 
a speech 
based rn the American declaration In 
the conference of 1899. 
He referred 
to the different occasions In which the 
United State's 
had proclaimed 
her 
support, of the doctrine—by treaties 
with Prussia in UT.", with Bolivia in 
1858, and 
with Italy 
in 1871. 
He 
enumerated the circumstances under 
which this principle received the ap­ 
proval of Jurists and the sympathy of 
nations, while eminent authorities Uke 
Palmerston. Cobden. Bluntsehli, Nes­ 
selrode, VVolseley and 
M aartens had 
favored it 
Mr. Choate concluded bv saving that 
President Roosevelt 
attached much 
Importance to the question and that he 
wished 
to evoke an 
expression of 
opinion on It by 
a vote of 
all the 
countries represented at the confer­ 
ence. 
Professor 
do 
Maartens, 
Russia, 
thanked Mr. Choate, saying that his 
remarks had greatly 
elucidated the 
question. 
Count Tm nielli said tho Ttal’an gov­ 
ernment favored the American prin­ 
ciple 
Tho discussion was then adjourned 
until the next meeting of the commis­ 
sion on next Wednesday.
